. PUSHING BACK THE FRONTIER 

HTHE GREAT ACTIVITY WHICH IS TAK- 
A ing place in Western Canada this year in the 
settlement of new territories is clearly evident from 
_ the filings on homestead lands. The monthly state¬ 
ments of homestead entries compiled by the Dominion 
Land Administration, Department of the Interior, 
show that in October there was registered the greatest 
gain for any month so far in the current year. In 
every month of 1928 much larger numbers of set¬ 
tlers have taken up homesteads than in the cor¬ 
responding months of 1927, the gains ranging from 
33. p er crnl . in January lo_34 per' cent, in October. 
After some slacking off in homesteading activity in 
September during jhe harvest season, the rush of 
settlers look a fresh spurt in October and homestead 
- entries leaped to the high for the year jo date with 
1988 homesteads entered for in that month in the 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan. Alberta and 
British Columbia. This figure compares with 487 ' 

in October of 1927. For the first ten months of J 
the current year the total number of homesteads 
bled cm is well ever double that of die previous year, 
the summary showing 11,521 free homesteads taken 
up compared with 5,172 in the corresponding peiiod 
of last year. This is a gain of 123 per cent. 

In commenting on the figures on the filing of I 
Dominion lands, the Department of the Interior, i 
through its Natural Resources Intelligence Service, < 
remarks that the taking up of the free homesteads 
cleirly indicates the northern trend of development i 

in agriculture in Western Canada. Summing up the ' 

monthly figures by land agencies, these show that _j 

the frontier is being just as steadily pushed back in ( 

the agricultural regions of the Prairie Provinces by ' 

the homesteaders as it is in other sections of Canada j 

by mining and pulp and paper developments. | i 

While the figures for the southern agencies at 
Moose Jaw, Lethbridge and Calgary show that home- 1 I 
steading is not over on the southern prairies and that J 

in fact considerable increases are recorded at these s 

points this year, it is in the north that the most re- \ 

markable progress has been made. This is entirely « 

to be expected; nevertheless the figures are illuminating ' 

in indicating just how. great the march of progress t 

has been this year.

2.855 home¬ 
steads were fjled on in ten months this year compared 
with 1.501 in the corresponding period of 1927, a 
gain of 90 per cent. At Edmonton, representing i 
eratral Alberta, 2.240 homesteads were taken up

acter triumphing over the reality of 
external authority. Our leaeon does 
not dwell upon these Incidents, but 
brings us to Rome with Psul. 

It is interesting 19 note the measure | 
of freedom permitted to a prisoner J 
even under the strictness of Roman 1 
rule Paul was allowed to live in hla 
own place of residence with a soldier 
guarding him, and he had opportunity 1 
for free converse with his friends. 

As was his custom before he had 
become a prisoner he immediately 
seeks an opportunity of acquaintance I 
with the Jews in Rome, and he ex- J 
pounds to them the things lying back , 
of hla arrsat and his religious convtc- I 
lion* concerning Jesus of Nazareth 
The reaction of Paul’s fellow country¬ 
men to this teaching waa as It had 
been in every place that he had visited, | 
some believed and some disbelieved I 
But. apparently, the disbelievers were , 
not able to sublect him to persecution 
as he was already a prisoner 
MOW PACK OF 41 STICK 

Paul found the course of Roman 
justice much slower and less ideal than 
he had supposed Thus he abode two 
years In hla own hired dwelling, and 1 
though fustlce waa greatly delayed, the 
delay afforded him* an opportunity to I 
preach the Oospel to all who visited 
him and Who were willing to hear. I 

Thus seeming adversity served the j 
great cause that Paul had at heart, 
and gave him. in the city of-hla dreams. » 
the opoortunity for a limited but a 
very effective mlnlstrv. It was a min¬ 
istry in bonds, but Paul was glad to 
contrast the power of his ministry 
with his own condition. "The word of 


power, and he could not have failed to 
be impressed with the power and im¬ 
perial fplend?»r of Rome. Through 
Christ. Paul had become supremely de¬ 
voted to higher ends than temporal 
conquest and worldly power. But It la 
interesting to see how in the realm of 
the Kingdom of Ood there Is manifest 
in Paul something of that *en*e of 
restless conquest und imperial splendor 
that one associates with the Roman 
empire. 

FORESEE* VICTORY 

Paul had a worldwide vision of the 
triumph of the Oospel. add the king¬ 
dom of Christ was to him something 
imperial )n Its sway and in Its per- 
moiMmcy. B waa.. to be sure, an tm- 
. perlalistn of love und righteousness, but 
hone the less the Gospel waa for Paul 
the power of Ood. to be made manifest 
over every conceivable thing in endur¬ 
ing supremacy. The eighth chapter of 
Romans gives a marvelous exposition 
of Paul’s dream of the empire and 
power of the Oospel in tha world and 
In the course of history. 

It la strange that, though Paul was 
a restless and Indefatigable traveler, he 
had never visited Rome until on this 
occasion late in life when he waa 
coming there aa a prisoner* ' 

He had long aspired t# auch a visit. 
In the Epistle to the Romans he had 
expressed hla readiness to preach the 
Oospel at Rome as he had preached It 
elsewhere, and tn this expression there 
wua in .Paul!* mind the acceptance of 
a challenge. When he spoke of preach¬ 
ing the Oospel at Rome, he declared 
that he waa not ashamed of that Gos¬ 
pel because It was “the' power of Ood 
unto salvation. ’ 1

1350. hangs In the rude belfry In- 
jdde the church, among other Inter¬ 
esting relics, a number of paintings of 
religious subjects are ‘still preserved, 
some of them containing holes made 
by the arrows of the Indians in the 
olden days.

critical literature of past time—interpretations of 
the art of fiction penned by men and women 
unpossessed of the fiction writer's powers 

Would you. the critic might ask. with s bite 
In the query, thus cast out Lamb or Hazlltt be¬ 
cause they were '.not tellers of tales? Did they 
not the more entertainingly contribute to the 
edification and Instruction of readers because 
they had been students, rather than prectlcera. 
of the story-telling art? 

And Is not the man who stands outside the 
garden, gazing on the flowers within, better able, 
being not himself the creator of the garden, 
to appreciate aWI describe the beauty of the 
scene ' Would you but why go on? The mere 
putting pf the point# u sufficient reply to what 
at best is a dictum, and perhaps a negligible 


, No. dear sir, let one make answer who ho* 
stood long years outside the garden of imagina¬ 
tive literature. There Is no suggestion that the 
gentle Ella or /the ungentle Hazlltt, or any of 
their imitators and fellow -craftsmen. b e banned 
as unqualified to interpret the fiction art. There 
is no plea here^fpr the abandonment of criticism 
of fiction. There Is uo call for (lie decapitation 
of the humble book reviewer, whose labor. In 

Its...finer moments, is always interpretative and 
instructive. Clearly you have mUdnterptt tad 

us. 1 No one has said* that only he who writes 
fiction can understanding!? write about It. And 
In t(iat opening sentence there was no lnten- - 
tional provoc a tion. The objective was to ex¬ 
press, in brief form, a conviction that has grown 
to fruition during a half century of fiction read¬ 
ing, and to suggest.‘With proper-humility, - that 
pardon be granted in advance for present bold¬ 
ness In attempting a difficult but pleasurable 
task. , 

Verily. If -you had been near when thft 
sentence was penned, you might have detected 
the faint moistening of an eye and a sigh of 
regret over hopes unfulfilled. Lamb, so sensi¬ 
tive to the emotions of others, would have sensed 
the note of * self-revelation—the confession of 
impotence In the writer to perform the task with 
true and intimate understanding At any rate, 
he would have smiled the smile of sympathy, 
and would have stammered encoursgemfnt to 
p-proceed. ,v , 

FK)R better understanding, then, let the point 
-T be put In another way Fiction, being an 
art. le beet understood, or can # best be expounded, 
by a disciple of that art. If we appeal to other ' 
arts, it becomes clearer. It Is tantamount to 
saying that a painter U best qualified to dU- 
cuss painting or a composer to discuss music, 
or a sculptor to discuss sculpture, or—to go out¬ 
side the arte—a tinsmith to diecusa the making 
of pots and pans. When it Is put that way. It 
does seem reasonable There are few of us 
who. at some time or other, have not been in a 
painter's studio when the work of the hoet was 
under the friendly criticism of bia painter-guest# 
And have we not, listening, been amaxed at. the 
acutely knowledgeable discussions which have oc¬ 
curred. even oyer the correct drawing of a single 


line or a bit of simple shading? Tee. we say. 
It Is the painter who knows the secrets of hie 
art who beet knows how to reveal them, In- 
formlngly. to others. But no sooner does the 
dictum take shape In words than a volte-face 
follows. What! we cry In amazement at such a 
mn if that were truly wo. then W here 
would John Ruskln be with hla glorious ex¬ 
position of Turner's genius? And would not the 
world have been poorer by the loss of some ex¬ 
quisite Interpretative prose bad Holland been told 
that, not being a maker of symphonies, he could 
not, with Intimate intelligence, adequately reveal 
Beethoven to that world • 

It all sees topsy-turvy. Nevertheless, It la 
permissible to believe that, granted—ah. there's 
the weak spot, you say—a writer of fiction Is 
able to discourse in prose upon the creations of 
himself or fellow-workers in his art. he la. by 
virtue of the p os s ess ion of t£e secrets and sall- 
ctides of his art, the best equipped to convey his 
knowledge entertainingly to readers, 

The gentle Ella was not a writer of fiction, 

. as one understands the word. He Is not recorded 
in dictionaries of literature as a novel-writer But 
he could and did dlsouse a novel now and then. 
With his inimitable geniality, too. But this is 
the point—how much more fascinating his criti¬ 
cal work, in this respect, might have been, had 
he known from experience the "tricks’’—let us 
call them—of the novel-writer’s calling. Steven¬ 
son knew all the tricks. He was a fine practf- 
turn er of hla art. besides being jm Illuminating 
critic. Hence, all Jhat he wrote touching upon 
the Art of Fiction remains precious to those who 
w o u ld understand the niceties of that art and the , 
methods by which Its finest successes are wrought. 

The life of man." wrote Tualtala. the "tale- 
is hot tuv subject of novels, but the 
inexhaustible magazine from which subjects are 
to be selected: the name of tbees Is legion; and 
with each new subject the true artist will vary 
his method and change the point of attack." 
How much from literary criticism written by non- 
practitioners of the art df fittion would we 
not cheerfully sacrifice to save this truth eet down 
in earnestness by a master of imaginative narra¬ 
tive? 

To the present writer, who frankly avows an 
almost slavish devotion to all exponents of the 
art of fiction, the canons of that art. its de¬ 
velopment through the centuries, and Its current 
tendencies, have always possessed au intense In¬ 
terest He majtte hold to say that he loves 
the whole company of fiction practitioners, 
whether they be close to heaven In their dreams 
or of the earth very earthy. He has few prejudices 
worth lengthy attention, and. though a little high¬ 
brow In the tastes which he has exposed to polite 
society, has actually been caught with a “Nick 
Carter" In his hand. He would meet the author 
of a banned book, though he might not promise 
to read the book, or to take the author to 
luncheon He would make obeisance to anv au¬ 
thor In the lists of publishers past or present— 
from Defoe and Richardson to Dorothy of the 
same name, or Virginia Woolf—and would be 
proud even of a contemptuous nod And why 4 
you may auk Well, simply because they have 
something which he has net Whatever fraUUee 
they may be the victims of. they are (to htm» 
among the great For they have issued to the 
world the product of their imagination. The fact 
that they have written books of fiction Is, to 
sn extent more or less demonstratsble. a proof 
of this possession of Imagination 

The ability oi these elect to touch pen to paper 


and to create a little world of men and women, 
new faces, new scenes and action, comps Is ad¬ 
miration from on# who cannot emulate that 
ability. One such Is but a poor creature of Imita¬ 
tions. an envler With harmless envy of those 
more richly endowed by fairies. He Is also, per¬ 
haps. a kind of fool for so honestly proclaiming 
his Jack of creative proficiency and the nature 
and catholicity of his tastes and admirations. But 
he can add. with equal honesty, that he Is not 
unique In his profession of candor. Only yester¬ 
day a fervid reader of fiction said of a novelist 
whose real name appears on the title-page of a 
fine and nicely-selling novel. "I was talking with 
X this morning. It gave me quite g thrill!" Then, 
apologetically, "I don't mind confessing—to you— 
that I always get a thrill when I meet an author." 
The present writer didn't ask why. because he 
knew. It was the same kind of pulsing exalta¬ 
tion which he experienced In his youth, when a 
genial old gentleman smiled upon him and be 
was permitted to touch the hand Of “Oliver 
Optic." 

TTTITH old memories thus curiously reawakened. 
vV he would like here to recall his first effort 
to Join the gallant band of story-tellers. It was 
a real adventure, both gay and aad. But the 
temptation must be resisted. He Is reminded of 
the fact that, although he has been using the 
word ''fiction” sa If he knew precisely what It 
meant, he haa yet neglected to define it And 
the mere thought that he_ may be expected to 
.define .it ..acts ,upqq v him like a ••bUnker" at a 
railroad crossing. For there passes before hla mint; 
a procession of ghosts of men—intelligent laborers 
in the field of literary criticism—who have tried 
to define that ver*>. word in a single compre¬ 
hensive eentende. Bo h# throws out the clutch 
and steps on the brake, to let the e x p ress pass 
All he shall do la to repeat the words "imagina¬ 
tive narrative" as being the briefest definition 
he has ever found for the word "fiction.” hasten¬ 
ing to odd that, while It may not be unchal¬ 
lengeable. It usually gets one out of trouble. At 
all event*, it covers a large territory and. by using 
It. one avoids the common error of confusing 
* fiction" with "novels.’* A popular assumption 
is that fiction" means "novels" snd novels slone. 
The fact is that, whereas novels are fiction, all 
fiction la not novels. And the distinction Is 
clarified by a little thought. As to the word 
"novel." opinion Is here advanced that the best 
working definition Is that made by old Stop- 
ford Brooke 'The true novel.” he tella us. "Is 
s «tory wrought round the passion of love to 
a tragic or Joyous conclusion " As to the tend- ... 
tory covered by the word "novel." one gets an 
impression of Its immensity from the story of 
the well-known professor who entered the class¬ 
room with s book under his arm. "This morn¬ 
ing." he said to the class, "we start Chaucer'* 
Trollus.* tpe first ,psychological novel!" 

Tt definitions are difficult, the rules of fiction- 
writing (using the expression In its^popular 
dense i are almost equally so. Every oollege pro¬ 
fessor. every conductor of a correspondence course 
in story-prltlng has peculiarly individual ideas 
on the subject Some of these rules are so codi¬ 
fied and mystified that they are warranted to 
dcare a person with the essential imagination from 
ever spilling ink It may not be amlaa. there¬ 
fore. If the present writer simplifies most of the 
difficulties by saying, generally, that the rule* 
can be reduced to six useful words Years back, 
when he began reading manuscripts for publica¬ 
tion. he wa4 continually asking himself if a 
manuscript in hand was or was not satisfactorily 
answering certain question*.*.After a while there 
emerged a formula. orVhatever you call It—one 


of those short-cuts to practice which all workers 
eventually adopt to save themselves from mental 
strain. The formula waa christened "The Five 
W's and How," and to this d*y has remained a 
cherished possession because It has never broken 
down—except when a literary genius came along! 

The FlwrW'Tare When? Where? Who? What? 
and Why? If you can ask these questions of a 
piece of fiction, snd they are answered, wholly 
or In part, satisfactorily, you may safely give 
the writer a ticket of admission to the Lodge 
of Literary Fellowship. For In the answers to 
the Five W's are Involved, generally speaking, the 
essentials of successful or efficient story-telling. 
The When’’ and Where" will tell you if the writer 
has his setting and background right. The Who? 
will tell you the characters in his narrative. The 
What* will give you the plot. And the Why? 
will supply the reason for the acts of the char¬ 
acters. 

And How? Ah. there’s a question right to 
the heart of It. Strictly speaking. It should do 
no more than show you the method employed 
by the writer in developing his plot. But If 
you permit that eloquent Interrogative to con¬ 
note tile style of the writer and hla ability to 
convince you of the near-truthfulness of what' 
he Is writing, then you open up a field of wide 
Interest snd speculation. There Is no time here 
to enter that field. What la suggested is the 
vital importance of the How? On the answer 
which a piece of fictlon~give* to How? depends 
decision—st least, one ventures so to believe— 
-regarding tha lack of ability,. the m adloo s lly or 
the compelling artistry of the writer. 


I T Is not an exaggeration to say that these 
rul&s, so rough-and-readily summarized, were 
observed by the first tale-teller, a nameless hero 
unsang to fame. "Once upon a time" we may 
almost hear him say. “there was . . and the 
story, with Its heroes and heroines, begins to un¬ 
fold before us. It was, at first, a spoken tsle. 
The written tale came later. And what a glori¬ 
ous moment It must have been—that moment 
of imaginative written Creation—when, on the 
virgin scroll the first words of fiction were writ¬ 
ten. and men and women, born of the wr!Ur> 
fancy, emerged to delight' the world* When it 
was. we know not Was it in those dim tra* 
when the record-makers, bored perhaps by labori¬ 
ous inditement of historic fact, burst the shackles 
which bound them and conceived men and 
womeu as living snd thinking figures, not as 
mere names or inanimate clay? The answer, lies 
in a past long dead. Into which no researcher 
has pierced But there must have been such a 
moment—some glorious hour in some ancient 
worker's life when, after having peopled hla page 
with characters In action, he turned to his acolyte, 
saying: "Unto the world this day a new thing la 
given." The gift so offered waa no dull chronicle, J 
no perfunctory register of heroes' deeds, but s 
record of emotional experience for the edification 
of a world waiting to be amused snd excited by 
tbe product of literary Imagination. 

To-day the Art of Fiction Is a phrase so fre¬ 
quently used that it has lost much of 1U fresh¬ 
ness More than that. It appears. In some quarters, 
particularly among the younger group* of expert- 
men teref to be a despised phfm** "An art!" they 
say. in derisory tone, with Jipt a suspicion 
of shamefaced ness. "Fiction writing is not an 
art. It's life itself. We live our lives, snd we 
put ourselves into our books. It's 8tyle alone 
that we Create that counts, and is the true 
art." And so they rave, branding the good old. 
canons as obsolete, and the newest things in 


Style a vital discovery or revelation. One's Im¬ 
patience with this kind of talk Is natural and 
can become less forcible only when the newest 
revelation of alleged genius displays signs of 
permanence. 

On occasions when conservatism Is thus 
shocked, sad one trem b l es to think of the old 
shibboleths being shattered. It la well to remember 
that the “Art of Fiction" Is precisely .what story¬ 
telling-should be called. At such times, too. it 
Is consoling fo remember that eventful day. less 
than half a century ago. when Waller Bcsaat pro¬ 
claimed the fiction writer as artist snd laid down 
what, in bis opinion, were the fundamentals of 
flctton. Bessnt Is almost forgotten now—no one. 
It Is affirmed, now reads hla books—but all that 
la of limaII Importance, when his greater service 
to literature la recalled. It Is here recalled by 
a rereading of that memorable lecture which 
Besant delivered at the Royal Institution In Lon¬ 
don on April 36. 1864. The present writer was't 
boy In his 'teens when, from the published re¬ 
ports of the lecture In the Boston papers, he 
awoke to a sense of the Importance of literature 
and began tor* realise the quality and standing 
of its greatest living exponents. It was Besant 
more, perhaps, than any man practicing the art 
of fiction who lifted his fellow-craftsmen In the 
esteem of their fellow-men. Absurd, you say? 
Well. then, read the lecture for yourself and 
Judge its value. In one respect It may be taken 
• simply as a n exp osition of the characteristics of 
fiction. Whsienrr weafcneaew it may have 'fauP- 
and Henry James crossed swords with Besant on 
the snbject—It waa a trumpet-call to tbe world 
for a proper observance of writers' claims to honor. 
When the Impression which Besant’s words made 
is- recalled, it seems unbelievably that- any plea 
for such observance should have been necessary 
so recently. To-dsy our writers are held In srfch 
esteem, occupy such high apcisl position, and are 
so laden- with honors, that we can hardly con¬ 
ceive the comparative Ignominy of their posi¬ 
tion In 1884. But read for yourself. Here is the 
book—a thin, hut impressive little volume—and 
here Is what Bessnt so Impressively said: 

"Let us. however, go outside this roonf. among 
the multitudea by whom a novelist has never 
been considered an artist at all. To them the 
claim that a great novelist should be considered 
to occupy the same level as a great musician, a 
great painter or a great poet would appear at first 
a thing ludicrous and even painful. Consider 
for a moment how the world regards the novelist. 
He is. in their eyes, s person who tells stories, 
just as they used to regard the actor as a man 
who tumbled on the stage to make the audience 
laugh, and a musician as a man who fiddled to 
moke the people dance. This Is the old way of 
thinking, and most people think flrst~ aTIhey 
have been taught to think: and next as they 
nee others think It la. therefore, quite easy 
to understand why the art of novel-writing has 
always been, by the general mass, under-valued. 
First, while the leaders In every other branch of 
art. In every department of science IHTHi every 
kind of profession receive their shore of the ordi¬ 
nary national distinctions, no one ever hears of 
honors being bestowed upon novelists. Neither 
T ha ckeray nor Die ken* was ever, so far aa 1 know, 
offered a peerage: neither king, queen nor prince 
In any country throughout the whole world takes 
the least notice of them. I do not say t£ey 
would be any 'the better for this kind of recogni¬ 
tion. but Its absence clearly proves, to tflbae who 
take their opinion* from others, that they are 
not a class at all worthy of special honor." 


nnHK speaker proceeded to aay that, for certs la . 
1 reasons—one of which was lack of organixa-^ 
tion—“the world at large doe* not even *u*pecb- 
that the writing of novels is one of the Floe Arts-", 
He remarked upon the Philistine view of the pro*/ 
fesslon—that the telling of stories was Incon¬ 
sistent with s well-balanced mind and that "to. 
be a teller of stories disqualifies one from A 
hearing on Important subjects" and. as 1 Lustra* 
tions of the contempt in which writers were held*, 
mentioned Disraeli and Thackeray. 

"At this very day," he said, “there are thou¬ 
sands of living people who will never understand' 
how the author of ‘Conlngsby* and 'Vivian Grey 
can possibly be regarded as a serious stat esm a n — 
all the Disraeli literature, even to the comic car¬ 
toons, expresses the popular sentiment that fi, 
novelist must not presume to call himself a 
statesman: the Intellect of a novelist. It Is felt. 

If he have any intellect *t all., which Is doubtful, 
must be one of the most frivolous and lightest 
kind; how can a man whose mind Is always full 
of the loves of Corydon and Amaryllis be trusted 
to form sn opinion on practical matters? When 
Thackeray ventured to contest the city of Ox¬ 
ford. we know what happened He thought hla 
failure was because the people of Oxford had 
never even heard of him; 1 think otherwise. •- 
think It was because it waa whispered from houaB 
to house and was carried from shop to shop, a nd : 
was mentioned in “the vestry, that this fellow- 
from London, who asked for their votes, wa* 
nothing but a common novelist." Besant. doughty 
fighter, fnyh*** him remarkable address with thw 
foliowlng words: "I seid at the outset that t 
would ask you to accord to novelists the recogni¬ 
tion of their place os artists. . . Though rioi 
all who write novels can reach the first, or even 
tbe second, rank, wherever you find good and 
faithful work, with truth, sympathy and clever¬ 
ness of purpose. I pray you give to the author 
of that work the praise aa to an Artist—so Artist 
like the rest—the praise that you so readily ac¬ 
cord to the earnest student of any other Art. Aa ' 
for the great masters of the Art—Fielding. Scott, 
Dickens. Thackeray. Victor Hiigo—I. for one. feel • 
Irritated when the critics begin to appraise, com¬ 
pare and to estimate them: there la nothing- I 
think, that we can give them -but admiration 
that Is unspeakable, snd gratitude that is silent. 
This silence proves more eloquently than any 
words how great, how beautiful an Art Is that of 
Fiction." , . ’ 


A trumpet-call* Why. It was a sledge-hammer- 
blow—that address—and It slew the Philistines: 
It stirred to action snd brought cohesion. Prom 
It sprang those organisation* which. In England 
and elsewhere, have protected the rtghts and work* 
of literary workers. It unified the spirit in which 
all lovers of good books regard the specialised 
Imaginative product of writers. It prompted the 
recognition by the state of the merits df the 
outstanding writers of the day. It gave the 
story-teller a position which he had never be¬ 
fore occupied And—though the point Is pos-.

comparable with any ether In recent literary his¬ 
tory If. therefore, on this page devoted to fic¬ 
tion. a modest flower Is laid, it is to the ever¬ 
lasting memory, not only of the great story¬ 
tellers of the past, but also to Walter Besant. 
who worked and fought that their labors aad his

Australian Coal 
Hit By Depression 

' The Government of New South Wales has 
taken a definite step toward Improving the 
severely depressed condition of the coal Industry 
In that Australian State. Premier Bavin of New 
South Wales and Prime Minister Bruce of the 
Commonwealth have met with representative* of 
the industry In Melbourne to discuss the sltua- 


The coal mining Industry In Australia has 
beeu-ln a depressed condition for some time, 
mainly owing to the large decrease In the de¬ 
mand for coal exported, and at present 3,600 men 
are unemployed on the northern New 8outh Wales 
* field as a result of ,the closing of a number of 
coal mines Various reasons have been givgn for 
the decline In exports, but It Is generally agreed 
that the chief one Is the high price of the 
Australian commodity compared with those of 
other countries 

Premier Butler of 8outh Australia recently 
roused public opinion when he ordered 15.000 
tons of coal from England He said that by using 
ths British fuel the South Australian Railways 
could save 8600.000 a year; he pointed out that 
the South Australian Government could land coal 
in South Australia frolh Britain 6175 a ton 
cheaper than It could obtain coal from New 
South Wales. Protests from owners in New South 
Wales i followed and precipitated a crisis 

Apart from the high price, the decline in 
Australian exports or coal is attributed by Hr B. 
Howard 8mlth. chairman of Caledonian Collieries 
Umilsd.jo Um wider use of electrical power, the 
more general use of oil as fuel, the decrease of 
the overseas bunker trade and low oost of pro¬ 
duction pf cool In other countries.

A survey of existing conditions In New South 
Wales show* that mlpee that Amee been dev al ope d 
ahtl efficiently equipped with machinery to give 
big outputs have been indefinitely nfcut down 
because there Is no demand for their product. In 
one Instance a new. big mine, equipped for pro¬ 
duction. had hardly commenced operations.

Until lost 
trade 1 * recovered and new markets are secured 
for substantially Increased outputs, the surplus 
labor question constitutes an acute problem. 

Further analysis of the situation reveals that 
the pric* of coal In Australia has been artificially 
maintained at high levels snd that for a long 
period the industry has experienced fictitious 
prosperity The burdens of high prices were not 
dictated by the coal industry Itself, but were 
imposed by tribunals appointed by the Common¬ 
wealth Government. The Increases,. It Is con¬ 
tended, were not determined^ by any method of 
scientific price-fixing, which' would have taken 
into consideration their effect on the future of 
the coal Industry and also the capacity of con¬ 
sumers to pay. but represented, in most esses, 
the cost of endeavoring to maintain industrial 
peace In the coalfields. 

Since -the Commonwealth Government as¬ 
sumed control of coal, under the War Precautions 
Regulations, the Industry has been subjected to 
the Imposition of crushing charges and of working 
conditions that It has been incapable of carry¬ 
ing. according to a statement by Harold Burston.

Lights Lure Insects 
To Feed Park Fish 


Do bugs, millers, .flies, beetles aod all the other 
Insects have any preference as to the color of the 
light around which they like to swarm and swirl 
on warm Summer evenings? No, says the Izaak 
Walton League of Fort Wayne. Ind.. which has 
combined business Artth pleasure In the installa¬ 
tion of floodlights of various hues around one of 
the lagoons In Lakeside Park there. 

Visitors to the pork might with reason be let 
to believe that the colored floodlights had been 
installed to add to the natural beauty of the 
park, but there is more to the story. The under¬ 
lying motive for the lights is that in the five 
lagoons of the' lake are fish of many kinds snd 
siaes. for the lake Is used as a hatchery by the 
disciples of Isaak. Fish must be fed. and they 
prefer Insects. But a hatchery, with Ita con¬ 
centrated population, needs an extra abundance 
of Insects,above and In the water If all the finny 
denizens are to have their appetites appeased. 
And hence the lights to lure the insects to their 
destruction. , 

Some might think that enough had been done 
for the fish by the installation of the lights. 
Plenty of the filers would circle the lights until 
tired, and then drop into' the lake or even dl- 
r-ctly into Mu- ,.pin, , of th* wafting fun.' 
and enough of them would also fly low enough 
ao that the more lively fish could obtain their « 
dally dozens by quick Jumps Into the air.

Australia Now 
Chief Opal Source 

Australia, being the chief source of the world's 
supply of opals, has produced an opal' valued at 
65.000. recently found near Walgett. New South 
Wales. Borne very fine stones have been ob¬ 
tained in various parts of New South Woles, 
notably on the Lighting Ridge field, where there 
still remains an area of 13.000 acres of opal¬ 
bearing country of which little has been pros¬ 
pected. In Victoria and 8outh Australia. Until 
twentf years ago. Hungary was known to be fore¬ 
most in the opal industry — a position which 
Australia now enjoys. 

Australia also ha* the distinction of being 
the only country in the world to produce the 
wonderful black opal. Thla variety 1* found In 
the Wallangulla field (New South Wales) only. 
In 1610 one specimen, weighing At# carats, was 
found. It was sold for about 6550. Another 
specimen realized 63.000 in 1360 The total value 
of opals won In New South Wales since 1890 ha* 
been estimated at approximately 67.750.000. How¬ 
ever. It Is a fact that many fine pieces of the 
gem have been found and sold privately of which 
there la no record. 

The opal appears to have more English and 
American admirers than Australians. The an¬ 
cients. also. It appears, had a great deal of admira¬ 
tion for Its loveliness As early as 500 B.C. a 
writer thus enthused about It: "The delicate color 
and tenderness of the opal remind me of a living 
and beautiful child." The Romans, too, were

One of the reasons was that when 
the plague known as the Black Death wo* raging 
In tbe fourteenth century, and people died Ilka 
flies, it was believed that the opal was the causa 
of the sorrow But thl* superstition was overcome 
by Queen Victoria's determined efforts to popu¬ 
larise the gem product of her colonies, and she 
presented opals as a wedding gift to each of her 


One of the world's moot famous gem*, which 
wa* found on Australian opal fields, la the fa¬ 
mous Flame Queen, a very rare ztoo*. A distinct, 
virtue of the opal 1* that, unlike most other 
gems, it cannot be copied su cce s sf ully Still, a 
thin layer of genuine opal Is sometimes fastgn«4 
on a dark background of black marble or slatg 
and' these have been sold by dishonest dealer* 
aa natural black oppla. 

According to a report a few years ago by the 
Australian Trade Commissioner In the East, them 
Is a good sale for tbe gems In China. It Is ststag 
that there la no difficulty In cutting and polish¬ 
ing, aa the Chinese method of dealing with Jade, 
dating back many centurtea, con also be applied • 
to opal- m m 

Various other gems and precious stones have 
been discovered from time to time In Australia 
such as agates, amethysts, beryls, chlaatollto, 
emeralds, garnets, topazes, tourmalines, tep 
quoioes and xlroona.

horn sheep might be hunted arlthln twenty miles. 
No Indians frequented the spot and I had a 
hunter's paradise all to myself. 

I built a comfortable shack, made a canoe and, 
having killed three moose, two black bears, thirty- 
two beavers and put on the drying stage four 
or five hundred whlteflsh and trout before the 
ice took, had everything In readiness for Winters 
when It set in This was in the Fal*of 1865. and. 
here I made my heidquarters until the Spring, 
of 1868. Part of these three years I spent alprve; 
at other times I had Indian companions. 

The Winters I employed in hunting and trap¬ 
ping. while in Bummer 1 made tripe across the 
Rpcklee as far as the height of land at the Salmon 
River with my partners. On a fine open flat, 
half a mile square, at the west end of the lake. 

I made my garden early each Spring. 'The soil 
was a rich loam two feet deep and I raised ex¬ 
cellent onions, carrots and potatoes. I should 
have grown other garden stuff had I poss e s s ed 


They He at the foot of the Rockies on the west 
side and are not particularly formidable. I have 
run them with loaded scows, boats, dugouts and 
small blrchbark canoes. Commencing at their 
feet, the Peace flows through the Rockies for 
seventy-five miles, a majestic stream, with not 
a rapid or a shoal as an obstacle to navigation. 
A good-sized steamer might run the whole dis¬ 
tance. The soenery is magnificent—unsurpassed. 

I venture to say, by any in the world. 

At the east side of the Rockies rises a small, 
dome-like mountain, around the baae of which 
the river circles for thirty or more miles. No craft 
could enter some of the many canyons through 
which this river flows and live. The portage 
across, twelve miles long, follows one of the banks 
of a former channel which must at some time 
have become blocked with ioe and forced the 
river Into Jte present channel. Signs of the old 
river-bed may easily be recognised anywhere along 
the portage. 

Here I found two traders. BHl Oust a Cali- 
fomlaa “forty-niner." and Carey, another old 
miner. Both these man afterward settled In Ed¬ 
monton Cust owned a large farm near the pres¬ 
ent Alberta capital and died In the Bummer of 
1808. Carey beans a leading merchant, but is 
now also dead 

Cust and Carey persuaded me to Join them 
In their enterprise 1 invested 81.300. but re¬ 
fused to take an active part In the trade, pre¬ 
ferring to hunt and trap. After looking the. 
country over. I decided to make my home fifteen 
miles south of the portage on a lake which now 
bears my name on the maps It lies almost 
within the first rsnge of mountains snd wss 
teeming with fine white, trout. Jack and other 
varieties of fish. Thousands of wildfowl, geese 
snd many swans found their way to It In Spring 
and Pall; beaver, moose and caribou were plenti¬ 
ful in the surrounding territory. Bears -black, 
brown snd grItaly—were also numerous and blg-

Upon our return we made good time 
to the forks of the Salmon River, which stream 
we followed to Its source, s small lake on the 
height of land, out of which the water ran both 
ways, oner stream flooring down to the Pacific, 
the other to the Arctic via Peace and Mackensle 
Rivers. Ws crossed the lake and went into camp 
where the opposite stream left it. Here we built 
a small dam to collect head enough to enable 
us to run our canoe to the first beaver dam. which 
we broke, and then carried on with the flush 
of water to the next. This manoeuvre ws re¬ 
peated seven times, or until the stream had be¬ 
come too broad and deep for the beaver to dam. 

With plenty of water we had no difficulty 
in reaching McLeod's Lake The not. by a river

The shooting must have decided the bear to 
shift hla quarters snd when we again struck his 
track he probably had an hour or more the start 
of ua. Off we set, expecting ibon to overhaul 
him. but he led us Into such frightful places— 
down such deep gulches, up such steep hills— 
that ws never got near enough for a shot. When 
night came there was nothing for It hut to 
camp, and without blankets or kettles- which we 
had left at the previous night's camp We made 
the best of a tough situation by keeping a large 
fire well stoked until daybreak.

After thg ice broke one Spring L went up-a 
small stream, navigable for wome eight miles, 
in a canoe.

So many people came Into the country that the 
company could not control the price of furs and 
the competition of free traders among the In¬ 
dians forced values up. These men paid in cash 
and valued commodities In terms of dollars and 
cents.

fading green of alder leaves the hoar frost atm 
spread' Its Icy covering. The salal leaves were 
edged with silver, and on closer examination the 
edging proved to be the extension of a thin 
sheet of Ice which, like a coat of shellac, covered 
the* upper surface of the whole leaf. Bending 
the leaf broke It away from this alight but stiff 
outer coat. On the bare” branches of the trees 
and taller shrubs hung what appeared to be mo¬ 
tionless drops of water, but lhu*e we brushed In 
passing fell on our hats like half and turned.out 
to be globules of elear loe. The sun's rays shin¬ 
ing earlier in the day bad melted the hoar frost 
snd the water, accumulating In drops, had frozen. 
Wherever the sun had thus reached the "allveri- 
ness” was gone, but there were extensive patches 
of hillside still under the rule of the crystal 
world. 


to relate. Z saw no broken bottles; for them the 
resting-place is on the trail above the station. 


the way. the temporary quarters of hunters spend¬ 
ing the night n^ar their field of operations. 
No luxurious "hunting lodges" are these, but rude 
booths of log and bark to shelter from the 
weather, with outdoor fireplaces of boulders from 
the hillside drift. 

Overhead to the right appears a mass of grey 
rock seemingly perched like some mediaeval castle 
on the very verge of space. It la. In fact, an 
outcrop of the rocks which, along this portion of 
the valley, form Its western wall. On the slope 
between the railway and the crest they are con¬ 
ceal cd by the covering of glacial drift, whot* 
steep slope we have been ascending. For Flnlay- 
son Arm is one of our numerous glaciated val¬ 
leys or fiords and the retreating Ice left these 
deposits on the leu precipitous west side, while 
on the east there is but one patch where a tract 
of farm land nestles at the northern base of Mount 
Plnlayaon. The Ice. moving southward and en¬ 
countering what Is now the Saanich Peninsula, 
was deflected to the west and then again to 
the south along an existing valley or line of 
weakness, deepening and scouring It along Its 
course, but with decreasing force as the valley' 
bottom rose. For a long time, many thousands 
of years, Saanich was completely separated from 
Goldstream and Metchoain by the sea and by the 
broad mouth of the ancient Col wood River. ' * 


serious obstacles to the walker. The path now 
descends and soon the noise of runnin g water 
can be heard. It la the sound of the little stream 
as it comes tumbling and chattering at Its exit 
from Wriglesworth Lake. and. looking down among 
the firs and alders, the glint of Its waters can 
be seen. I have reckoned Its course from this 
lake. but. strictly speaking, our stream ought to 
be credited with a mile more, since Its actual 
source Is a mile further back and another 500 
feet up. Thus It falls 1.600 feet in three and a 
half miles, no mean record. 


'With splendor of a sliver day 


A frosted night had opened May. 


Our dull nation was Seventeen Mils Post, to 
Which the train climbs 450 feet from Ooldstream 
station as It follows the edge of the hills that 
bound the lower valley*of the Ooldstream and 
the beginnings of Plnlayaon Arm. Delightfully 
fresh In their greenness were the woods of fir 

and cedarwith_the dun an d, ^yell ow leaves 

strewn below. Against the spaciousness of the 
valley for below rose ttvg^xed and green arbutus 
springing from the slaty soil, and In the tranquil 
waters of the arm the long wall of rock from 
Mount Plnlayaon to Jocelyn Hill was reflected, 
scattered trees and all. 


crosses swampy ground through which the uppea 
course, of the stream flows/ It Is a place fruit¬ 
ful in-hemlock and cedars, and traveling Is en¬ 
cumbered by a network of fallen trees Re¬ 
turning. we left the trail and climbed the hill 
above the lake mud. gaining the rocks above, 
looked out on the Goldstream Highlands. The 
crests of tpe hills across the valley are a inile 
and a half to three miles awsy and from 1.000 
to 3,100 feet high, but, as our point of view was 
1.600. the difference was inconsiderable. To the 
south this ridge holds the Ooldstream lakes a few 
hundred leet below i$s summit, while on the north 
It drains Into Booke Lake and 8haWnigaxi Lake. 
Ravaged by fire, the highest part of the crest 
looks ban- and bleak, with a few scattered tree 
trunks left to mark the ancient forest. „ * 


In addition to the ch&rflcter and origin of 
the rocks in the cutting-, the geologically in¬ 
clined will also find interest in their folding. 
Generally along the railway they are so closely 
compressed that no trace Is left or the actual 
structure Nothing Is to he seen but » continu¬ 
ous series or greatly tilted rock* dipping towards 
the northArt at angle-, as high a* 80 degrees snd 
sometimes as low as 36. But a little way uoutb 
of the Pom there Is a very well developed anti¬ 
cline or arch, with the rocks sloping'away on each 
side at comparatively low angles. I do not know 
anything that! quite gives one so strong a feel¬ 
ing of the enmrnous energy contained within the 
earth's crust as these great foldings Af the rocks 
do. and the folding* appear , most real when we 


WRIGLESWORTH LAKE 

The lake la thickly ringed with trees except 
where we approach lt*.on the northeast side. 
Small as It la. a few acres at most. It looked 
very charming as we saw it with the white frost 
of the “silver day” about Its shores. A thin 
cloud of vapor floated over Its surface where the 
sun's rays fell, and scarcely broke, so delicate 
was It, the shadows of the opposite trees. These 
stood like the walls of forest travelers tell of 
seeing along the rivers of South America. Un¬ 
broken by wind in this sheltered spot, the trees 
raised their tope in close and quickly-contracting 
pyramids of foliage. The nearer trees were green, 
for they grew where the lake la narrow. Beyond. 
It widens out and there the green was subdued 
to a delicate grey-blue. Dead and fallen trunks 
with stiffly-project log branches lay like the 
bleached bones of skeleton* at the water's edge 
where the trees meet the coarse sedge*. 'XTbor 
first YttW of the lake one of these, under the 
glamor of the impalpable mis*, looked like a small 
trestle bridge. _____ . 


Seventeen Mile Poet Is a well-known spott¬ 
ing centre, or was, at any rate, in years gone 
by. Prom the little red flag-station fishermen 
and hunters have tramped Into the recesses of 
the Ooldstream Hill* after their various game. 
1 wonder how many have left the train here 
and packed their impedimenta up the winding 
tTall—how many have come back, laden or empty- 
handed. but refreshed even In their weariness by 
the freedom of the woods. I am afraUJ, some have 
been father such sportsmen as Doudet tells of: 
those Tarasconers whose sport consisted in "cap- 
popping.” only here the little hut has served 
as “cap" to be "shot, torn and perforated.” All 


I found the conditions of the trail much 
chsnged since my last visit six years ago. Then 
the trail was. largely exposed to sun and wind, but 
now a thicket of second growth wood covers it 
almost everywhere. Ftve. ten. twenty feet high 
are the Douglas fire snd lodge pole pines, while 
alders are insinuated among the conifers wherever 
a little permanent moisture exhibits itself. Thus 
the view is much restricted. Only occasionally 
there breaks upon the climber the valley of the- 
arm and the sunlit cliffs of Its opposite shore 


see either the anticlines or arches on the one 
hand or the syncltnes or troughs on the other. 
Although the closely folded rocks we see about 
Ooldstream tell s tale of mightier powers ex¬

ALONG THE RAILWAY 


The return to the station la quickly mode 
and in \the interval befpre the arrival of the 
train we walk as far as the tunnel and back in 
order to aee the rock cuttings. The rock Is 
chiefly a volcanic tuff of a somewhat coarse 
character, so that it looks very like some of the 
Cretaceous sandstones. It appears, in the band 
and on a freshly broken surface, as a mixture of 
light-colored, angular particles with other, snd 
for the moat pert larger, block one*.

Prom It men have gone 
out to be lost in the Winter snows of the wild, 
remote highlands and dense forests that lie over 
the crest of the ridge above. It Is a region 
much frequented by deer Their "walks" traverse 
the hillsides In all directions. *Rnd In the open 
season they may be seen feeding on the open, 
grassy flahk*. The lights of passing cars startle 
the creatures In the dark, deep defiles of the 
forest road as It skirts the Malahat. and you 
may even In Spring chance upon a dainty, spotted 
fawn left for momentary safety to protective 
coloration and its instinct to "plsy dead."
